Its Income Tax 


CANBERRA (CP. Cable) — 
Treasurer J. B. Chifley Thursday 
announced an increase in Aus 
tralia’s war expenditure of £103,- 
| 000,000 ($360,500,000) during this 
| financial year, bringing the total 
1942-43 budget to $652,000,000. 

‘The treasurer disclosed that 
total income tax payments for the 
country will be increased by £40,- 
000,000 to be deducted weekly 
from salaries and wages, begin 
ning at sixpence in the pound on 
incomes of £104 and rising to 18 
shilling and sixpence in the pound 
on incomes in excess of £5,000. 

Chifley also announced crea- 
tion of a nationa] welfare fund of 
£30,000,000 annuaily, the first in- 
stalment of which will cover ma- 
ternity benefits, old age and in- 
valid pepsions and liberalized re- 
patriation of armed services per- 
sonnel 

The orftginal budget brought 
down last September provided for 
war expenditures of £440,000,000, 
of which £390,000,000 was to be 
spent in Australia and 50,000,000 
overseas.
